bers of Mr. McBride's family with 
whom she had made her home for 
several years. 
For some time after the body was 
found there was no suspicion of sui­ 
cide, but later a two ounce bottle was 
found and a 
part of its 
contents, 
carbolic acid, had 
been 
emptied. 
Coroner Coleman 
was 
called, and 
cith Dr. Bowen of Occident and Dr. 
>mullen of Raleigh held an autopsy. 
The examination revealed that Miss 
M.»ore had taken diluted acid, and it 
i- supposed she 
took 
the 
poison 
shortly after she retired to her fooui 
Saturday night, which was about 9 
►’clock. 
For some time the girl had been 
despondent, aud had been impressed 
with the idea that she was not good 
enough. 
She was 
regarded as a 
Christian woman of irreproachable 
character and for several years had 
aught a Sunday school class. 
This 
wa^ another thing that seemed to 
worry her—she believed she wTas not 
good enough to teach the young peo­ 
ple. It is rather remarkable that she 
should select for her deed Saturday 
night, a few hours before she was to 
meet lier class again. 
Miss Moore 
was a member of the Holiness church. 
A note was found addressed to Mr. 
McBride. In this note Miss Moore 
thanked Sir. McBride 
for his kind 
treatm ent toward her and there was 
nothing but praise for the home he 
had provided. 
She 
said, however, 
-he was such a sinner she was con­ 
vinced that God weald not receive 
her. and there was nothing left for 
lier to do but to end her life. 
It is 
-aid the girl got this idea at a re­ 
vival meeting several months ago. 
There had been no intimation that 
-lie intended to commit suicide, for 
although she had net been iii good 
spirits Saturday night this was not 
regarded as strange for she had been 
in this frame of mind frequently for 
several weeks. 
A friend was with 
lier when she bought the acid a few 
days ago, and asked her what she 
wanted with two ounces of carbolic 
acid. 
Miss Moore then replied that 
■-he wished to dilute it and use it for 
a wash. 
No more was thought of 
the incident until the woman’s dead 
body was found Sunday morning. 
Miss Moore was 
reared 
iii the 
home of Henry 
Hall, one 
of the 
prominent farm ers in the northern 
part of the county. 
She was a great 
church worker, and never tired in her 
effots to work for the Christian re­ 
ligion. 
Then after years of faith 
and hope she ended her life because 
she thought she was not good enough 
to live.

Knott, secretary of the Auburn Sav­ 
ings Loan and Trust company, has 
been appointed by the directors of the 
Auburn 
City 
National 
bank a ssist­ 
ant cashier, to succeed Frank H. Nic­ 
olai, who absconded with $ 4,000. 
Nic­ 
olai, who is now in the jail, is not un­ 
der arrest, there being no action taken 
as yet. 
He is remaining in jail vol­ 
untarily. 
D. M. Link, his attorney, has been 
in communication with the United 
States commissioner, T. J. Logan of 
Fort Wayne, and when the proper 
tkne comes he will be arraigned, after 
which it. will be ea sy for him to secure 
bail, as several of his friends have 
signified their intention of going on 
his bail. 
A careful auditing of the 
bank’s hooks show that the defalca­ 
tions have been ex tending over a pe­ 
riod of three years, hut the money has 
been taken in small sums and by jug­ 
g ling his individual ledger with the 
cash ledger and entry hook he has 
been able to make the cash and entry 
ledgers balance and so avoid discov­ 
ery. 
The amount short now shows 
about $ 4,000, and after thorough audit­ 
ing it is thoiight that it will he even 
lower than this amount. Nicolai said; 
“ I do not know just how much mon­ 
ey I am short, but do not think it was 
quite $ 4,000. 
I am glad to get back 
and am going to face the charge*.” 
After hiding in the woods near town 
for three days, Nicolai returned home 
and voluntarily gave him self up.

Aurora, 111., Aug. 9.—A high pitch of 
ex citem ent prevailed among the resi­ 
dents of Montgomery, a small village 
three miles from this city, at an early 
hour in the morning when four mask­ 
ed men broke into Postm a ster Beher’s 
home and compelled his wife to give 
them the government funds at the 
point of a gun. 
Beher runs a general store in con­ 
nection with the postoffice and takes 
all the stamps and money that he does 
not put in the sa fe home with him and 
conceals it in a small tin box , which he 
places under the mattress for sa fe 
keeping.

HE making of a tariff law for a 
cou ntry with iu terests as large, 
important au d v aried as those 
of the United States requ ires as 
mu ch labor, thou ght and time and the 
attention of as many ex pert minds as 
the fou nding of an empire. 
And alway s there is the chance that 
the measu re finally produ ced and sta rt­ 
ed on its way throu gh congress will 
be defeated or else amended to a point 
#f u selessness, as witness the rote on 
the new Pay ne tariff measu re, which 
was squ eezed throu gh the lower hou se 
■a few day s ago by the close v ote of 
19 5 to 18 3. 
Presu ming a qu oru m to 
be present, it requ ires a majority of 1 
these to pass a biil u nder the ru les of 
the lower hou se. Therefore the chang­ 
ing of the v otes of bu t six members of 
congress to the negativ e wou ld hav e 
<lefeated the bill 
011 which su ch tre­ 
mendou s and v ital interests depended. 
A tie v ote, 1S9 to 18 9, wou ld hav e re­ 
su lted. 
i As a ru le, there are sections iu ev ery 
tariff bill which are objected to by 
Indiv idu al senators and congressmen. 
Fram ers of national tariffs find it im­ 
possible to please ev ery one, pu blic and 
legislators and president. 
Yet. so far 
as the legislators are concerned, they 
su pply the v otes that pass the bill; 
therefore those that rev olt mu st be 
tenderly nu rsed alou g u nder the scien­ 
tific sy stem of intensiv e political agri­ 
cu ltu re.

The Corporation Tax . 
One of the reasons why the Pay ne 
tariff bill was iu u u u iistakabie dan­ 
ger of defeat iu the lower hou se was 
the corporation tax prov ision. 
This 
ta x is au ex teu siou of federal power 
into new fields au d into which, accord­ 
ing to many cou gressmen, it shou ld 
not enter. 
The tax , they argu e, is a 
hardship on many corporations that 
hav e had difficu lty iu recov ering from 
the effects of the panic. 
They fu r­ 
ther assert that the prov isions of the 
act tend to a centralization of power 
in the federal gov ernment au d that 
this tendency shou ld not be encou r­ 
aged.

The qu alities, grades or 
sizes range from “y aru not finer than 
15 lea or nu mber” u pward to that 
likewise technically described as 322 
lea or nu mber;” also the tariff fram ­ 
ers to work intelligently mu st con­ 
sider the known v alu e or amou nt of 
imports of each grade or size and the 
rev enu e that a giv en rate of du ty will 
produ ce.

On 
one of the recent day s when ev ery ­ 
body at the capital was wondering 
w hat the conference committee wou ld 
or wou ld not do Senators Joe Bailey 
of Tex as and Scott of W est Virginia 
were in a cantankerou s mood.

A model fiv e room flat in miniatu re 
has been installed In one of the class­ 
rooms. 
It really is a little flat, with 
walls and partitions and all the fu rni­ 
tu re and fittings that are to be fou nd 
In a real apartm ent. 
The flat is In 
charge of a teacher of domestic science 
and the sev eral hu ndred little girls are 
div ided into classes of abou t thirty 
each. 
It is the task of each class to take 
care of one room of the flat on a giv en 
day . 
In the parlor there is the fu rni­ 
tu re to be du sted and polished. In the 
bedrooms there are the beds to be 
made. In the dining room there is the 
table to be decorated and arranged 
and the linen and dishes to be cared 
for. 
In the kitchen—most important 
of all—there are meals to be cooked- 
real meals and not schoolgirl delica­ 
cies. Then there is a bathroom to be 
cared for in the most approv ed sani­ 
tary way . 


Pla n Seems to Be a Success. 
When each class has completed a 
“one room” cou rse to the satisfaction 
of the teacher it is assigned to an­ 
other rbom of the flat and so on u ntil 
ev ery class has learned the proper care 
of ev ery room au d has a good fou nda­ 
tion knowledge of practical hou sekeep­ 
ing.

THE WRIGHT AEROPLANE. 


Descriptio n o f Ma chine In Which Or­ 
v ille Set a New Ma rk. 
Orv ille W right’s aeroplane, in which 
he broke all records by steering a pas­ 
senger carry ing fly ing machine arou nd 
the Fort My er parade grou nd at W ash­ 
ington for one hou r, twelv e minu tes 
and forty seconds, consists of two 
planes, one fiv e feet abov e the other 
and measu ring th?rty -six feet from tip 
to tip. 
The seat for the operator is 
placed in the center of the lower plane, 
off to the left of the motor. The pas­ 
senger sits on the other side of the 
motor. 
The motor itself is a produ ct of the 
W right brothers—a fou r cy linder thir­ 
ty horsepower w ater cooled gasoline 
engine. 
The gasoline is pu mped di­ 
rectly into the intake pipes, there be­ 
ing no carbu reters. 
The tips of the planes are flex ible 
for the space of abou t twelv e feet. By 
means of a lev er they can be tu rned 
in a cu rv e resembling a heliocoid, the 
wings mov ing in opposite directions. 
A second lev er controls the twin ru d­ 
ders, which are su pported by a brace 
ten feet from the rear of the planes. 
By working the two lev ers together 
the equ ilibriu m of the machine is 
maintained. 
Ten feet in front of the operator’s 
seat two planes resembling a box kite 
abou t fifteen by three feet are u sed 
for controlling the ascent and descent. 
Two propellers abou t nine feet in dia­ 
meter and rev olv ing in opposite di­ 
rections are u sed to thru st the aero­ 
plane forward. 
The weight of the machine, inclu d­ 
ing both operator and passenger, is 
a 
trifle u nder 1.200 pou nds. 
By his achiev ement Mr. W right, who 
was accompanied in his flight by Lieu ­ 
tenant Frank P. Lahm, ex ceeds the 
requ irem ents of the w ar departm ent’s 
specifications by more than twelv e 
minu tes and breaks the world’s rec­ 
ord for a flight with a passenger by 
three minu tes and fiv e seconds.

creates a temporary dullness. 
The loss of the buggy factory, the 
idleness of the brick plant, the un­ 
fortunate termination of the affairs 
of the Warfield & Wilson Company, 
together, with the closing out of the 
Home furnishing Company and the 
existence of a number of unoccupied 
business rooms, has created a bad 
mental impression here. 
Our merchants have relaxed their 
efforts. 
A great de£l of 
talk, 
has 
been goii^g around, about Rushville, 
going backward instead of forward. 
A few empty houses, in the suburbs, 
has emphasized this impression. 
This mental ^condition 
must 
be 
first changed. 
People must get en­ 
thused. Everybody in Rushville must 
be made to believe in Rushville, to 
think about Rushville and 
to 
work 
for Rushville^ best interests. 
There are plenty of both brains 
and money in Rushville, if they were 
applied with energy to the urgent 
needs of Rushville. 
Of course, what v e most need, as 
everybody recognizes, is more pay­ 
rolls. To get more pay-rolls we must 
get more factories. 
The way to get 
factories is to organize and go a f­ 
ter them. 
We do not necessarily 
need big factories. 
Several factor­ 
ies, of medium size, devoted to va­ 
rious industries are better than one 
large one. 
The way to organize is to have the 
merchants and substantial business 
men form a Commercial Club or other 
like organization. A very substantial^ 
I man, with good business qualifica­ 
tions and who has the respect of the 
entire community 
should 
be made 
President. 
A group of sensible men, 
I with 
good 
business 
qualifications 
should compose the Board of Direc­ 
tors. The secretary should be an en­ 
tirely different type. A bright, active, 
young man, possessed of shrewdness 
and a lot of ideas about advertising. 
He should not have to handle any 
money, a treasurer should do that. 
The secretary should have a stenos- 
* 
o 
rapher, at times, and should develop 
advertising 
schemes 
and 
furnish 
copy to the local papers. 
The local papers should 
be 
re­ 
quested to assist in the movement for 
for a “Greater Rushville.” They can 
create more interest and enthusiasm 
and do more to secure the co-opera­ 
tion of all the people than any other 
agency. 
Newspaper aid is invaluable 
in promoting the growth of a town. 
The Rushville Improvement Asso­ 
ciation. which is already incorporat­ 
ed and which embraces, in its mem­ 
bership, most of the active men of 
the city, might with some changes, 
be made to tak6 the place of and do 
the work 
of a 
Commercial 
Club. 
The Young Men of the town should 
be organized into 
a 
Young 
Men’s 
Business Club. 
The 
Women’s 
Club 
should 
be 
asked to join together and help. Wo­ 
men are greater 
enthusiasts, when 


such a movement. 
Again a crowd of our richest me* 
should be taught or snown how to 
become public spirited. 
It is a sad 
fact that no well-to-do person in 
Rushville 
has 
ever 
started 
his 
waiting neighbors by any rem arka­ 
ble philanthropic effort. 
No 
Public 
Park has been improved, no Library 
or Gynasium built, no Y. M. C. A. 
endowed by any of our wealthy citi­ 
zens. 
It 
is 
doubtful, 
if 
anyone, 
could now be found to donate a lot 
for a library as is freely done in 
other cities. 
Some of our 
wealthiest 
fight public 
improvements 
and the 
committees 
who 
canvassed for support for 
brary and the 
Chautauqua 


citizens 
hardest 
recently 
the 
Li­ 
ra ove- 
ments, while being graciously receiv­ 
ed by those of smaller means, met 
many severe rebuffs a t the hands of 
the wealthiest persons. 
It is unfortunate that many per­ 
sons in Rushville who have accam- 
mulated or inherited from $*25,(MM) to 
$75,009 worth of property have with 
its possessions, grown 
narrow 
and 
cynical and not progressive. 
They retain vacant lots and un­ 
desirable tenements and old dilapi­ 
dated business properties and fail 
to 
make 
necessary improvements 
through absolute stinginess. 
A fter enthusing people by adver­ 
tising, through the papers, adopting 
slogans, 
distributing 
buttons 
and 
badges and other means usually re­ 
sorted to for creating enthusiasm the 
practical work should begin. 
Some 
things can be secured with little or no 
expenditure of money. 
W hat can be 
done, in this manner, should be done 
first. 
For instance, we should have some 
public improvements: Our principal 
streets should be all paved in the 
business districts of the city. A new 
City Hall should be erected and if 
possible a City Opera House for pub­ 
lic meetings, like the one in Shelby­ 
ville should be constructed in it. Our 
city officials should gn after the rep­ 
resentatives of the different railroads 
entering the city and make a strenu­ 
ous effort to get them 
to 
build 
a 
Union Passenger and Freight depot. 
This could be easily accomplished by 
all the railroads uniting and would 
be a real economy for them. 
Our 
present City Park should 
be 
im­ 
proved and made an attractive place. 
These days few factories can be 
obtained 
without 
offering bonuses 
Perhaps the best way to supply funds 
for bonus purposes is by a lot sale. 
Under present conditions, it is pro­ 
bable, that our people could best be 
stirred up and lots sold easier by an 
outsider. 
So it will likely be found 
best, after the organization is effect­ 
ed, to secure an option on the best 
piece of land available on the best 
terms obtainable, and to then pro­ 
cure one of the promoters who has 
been most successful in other Indi­ 
ana cities. 
Then let all the papers and organi­ 
zations and all the people enthuse and 
shout and work until all the lots are 
sold and a sum of money raised for 
bonus purposes. 
In this connection 
it might be suggested.that too large a 
scheme of this kind should not be a t­ 
tempted and too large a piece of 
land should not be purchased. It will 


be better 
to consumate a medium­ 
sized deal, and then follow it later 
by another 
one. 
The second one 
would be much easier if ihe first is 
successful. 
After the bonus money is obtained, 
the hoard of diiectors of the Improve, 
ment Association should sid down as 
careful business men and thoroughly 
investigate the financial condition and 
standing of every factory proposition 
they have to consider before any 
move is made to secure anything. A 
competent committee should be sent 
to investigate every factory in an­ 
other city which desires to locate 
here. Commercial agencies and other 
means should be used, as well as per­ 
sonal inspection. 
When good factories of the right 
sort are selected, they should be of­ 
fered a reasonable bonus to locate 
in Rushville. 
Considering the present grgat de­ 
mand for autos, an automobile fa c ­ 
tory would perhaps be the most de­ 
sirable. 
And it ought to be possible 
to orgailize a company, right here in 
Rushville with local capital, to manu­ 
facture automobiles without giving 
them a large bonus, if any. 
Auto­ 
mobiles can be assembled most any­ 
where in most any kind of a fa c ­ 
tory under present conditions. 
Next most desirable, after an au­ 
tomobile factory, would be some iron 
working industries which pay high 
wages to their men. 
If possible, some 
two 
or 
three, 
moderate sized industries should be 
located without making the effort too 
great a one. 
When a bonus is given, the gift 
should be so secured that there will 
be no loss in ease the industry fails 
or relocates. 
This can be done by a 
reservation in the deed, a lien upon 
the plant, or the holding of a block of 
stock by the Improvement Associa­ 
tion. 
No money 
should 
bg 
given 
away absolutely,- without some guar­ 
antee, to those who give it, that the 
object for which it was given shall 
be accomplished. 
Then the lots could then be dis­ 
posed of at prices approaching what 


was paid for them 
and 
everybody 
would be pleased. 
Then in a year 
or two the effort could be repeated 
on a la rger scale, not by a bon using 
process but by the best 
and 
most 
careful method used by those cities 
which have made the healthiest a id 
best growth in recent years. 
A city 
can be made to grow just by the pro­ 
cesses aud in the same way that the 
business of an individual or a cor­ 
poration can be made to grow. 
First and last, all the people should 
become and remain public spirited, 
enthusiastic, and 
optimistic. 
Rush­ 
ville is now the most beautiful resi­ 
dence city in the State. 
It has un­ 
surpassed 
natural 
advantages. 
It 
can easily be made one of the fore­ 
most cities in the State. 
Let everybody use his initiative. 
Build and improve. 
Organize 
and 
construct. 
Enthuse and be 
happy. 
Say all the fine things you can fo r 
Rushville and Rush county and its 
people. 
Do your best and get your 
friends aud neighbors to do the same. 
Then Rushville will grow and become 
a great place to live in and do busi­ 
ness in as well.

President Taft Makes Marble Grottoes 
a National Monument. 
P resident T aft 
Recently 
signed 
a 
proclam ation m aking a national monu­ 
m ent of th e Oregon caves or “m arble 
halls” of Josephine county, in sautb- 
ern Oregon.. 
These natural w onders 
are located in the Siskiyou national 
forest, abouS th irty 
miles south? of 
G rant’s pass* in Cave mountain. 
The caves are in m arble and ©ther 
lim estones and consist of innum erable 
caverns, corridors and passagew ays of 
various sizes, all of them decorated 
beyond description in crystallized car­ 
bonates. 
They have been explored to 
a distance ©f tw o miles or more, the 
low est of Shein being a t a depth of 
about 2,006’ feet below the sum m it of 
Cave m ountain, the highest being some 
700 or 800 feet above it. 
T here are 
m any passagew ays and rooms which 
have never been opened, and w ith 
these d istan t and unexplored openings 
the m agnitude of the Oregon caves is 
practically unknow n. 
These natural wonders w ere discov­ 
ered in 1874 by E lijah Davidson while 
bear hunting, and the g re a te r part of 
the exploration work w as done by F. 
M. Nickerson of Kerby, Ore.. in 1877, 
w hen four floors of levels w ere par­ 
tially opened. Many of the old ladders 
used a t th a t tim e are still in use. 
Cave m ountain, the peak w hich con­ 
tains these caves, rises to a n elevation 
of about 6,000 feet and is of lim estone 
form ation. The m ain openings around 
w hich 
the 
national 
m onum ent 
has 
been created are at an elevation of 
4,000 feet, but the entire m ountain side 
for five or six miles show s caverns of 
various sizes and in all probability is 
honeycombed throughout its interior 
like the portion which has been ex­ 
plored. 
M any sm all stream s are found 
a t 
different 
elevations 
and 
larger 
bodies of running w ater can be heard 
in bottom less pits, so fa r as m easured. 
T his running w ater probably accounts 
for currents of wind th a t in som e of 
the galleries blow so hard as to ex­ 
tinguish an open light at once. 
T he lime deposits take m any beauti­ 
ful 
form s—m assive 
pillars, 
delicate 
stalactites of alabaster w hiteness w ith 
the crystal drop of w ater carrying its 
m inute deposit of lime from which 
they are form ed, and broad sheets re­ 
sem bling drapery w ith graceful curves 
and w aves th a t w ere certainly m ade 
by varying currents of w ind during 
form ation. 
In past years visitors have broken 
off and carried aw ay m any of th e most 
valuable specim ens, and this destruc­ 
tion, as well as to retain these natural 
w onders as public property, induced 
the recom m endation to place them in a 
national m onum ent.
